The letter, which stated that the 
chamber had decided to employ a 
male for the post of deputy general 
secretary, led a TV reporter to call 
Chamber of Commerce, a bastion of 
anti-feminine discrimination during 
this, Women's Rights Year, 

Asked to comment on the issue 
yesterday, the chamber's genera! 
secretary, Arie Mehulal, said that, 
in seeking a suitable candidate to 
replace him when he retires the 
Chamber had advertised ἐπ the 
press. The advertisement was ans~ 
wered by 10 candidates, one a 
woman who was included in the 
three invited for personal inter- 
views. 

Mr. Mehulal sald he would swear 
under oath that “had the woman 
candidate heen found more suitable, 
we would have taken her, although 
this could then have been inter- 
preted as anti-male discrimination.” 
But, he said, ome of the male can~ 
didates was found to be best. 

Mr. Mehulal said that rather than 
writing the woman that a more 
suitable candidate had been given 
the job, the acceptance committee, 
in order “not to hurt her feelings,” 
had sald that they had decided to 
take a man instead. Armed with 
this letter, which seemingly w33 
hard proof of anti-feminine discri- 
yoination, the woman then took her 
case to the woman's magazine “At” 
and to TV House. 

Mr. Mehulal, in attempting to 
defend his office against the charges, 
said that in fact ft was a “bastion 
of woman employees” because he 
was the only male on its staff of 
three. The other two are his as- 
sistant and a typist. 

In any case, it was learned, the 
man chosen for the job of deputy 
general secretary decided at the last 
mainute not to take it. The Chamber 
then applied to the Haifa Univer~- 
sity students association for an eco~ 
nomics graduate candidate. Not a 
single woman was referred to 
them, and in the end a male got 
the job.
